J. G. BIRNE ¥, Esq. in the Chair. 

Mr, Wendell Phillips said it appeared to him the meet- 
ing could not discuss a more important topic in regard 
to slavery im general, than the success of the efforts now 
making in this country to encourage free cotton in In- 
dia, aud to fill the markets of Great Britain with that 

_ article. He thought the most beneficial effects would 
follow such a scheme. 

Mr, Joseph Sams most earnestly hoped they would

Mr. O’Connell.—Yesterday he had pressed upon the 
meeting the necessity of having some explanation with 
Lord John Russell respecting the Jamaica laws. It was 
a question intimately connected with the resolutions un- 
der discussion, and he trusted he might be allowed to 
state how the matter now stood. The hon. gentlemen 
who were present yesterday, had not thought it necessa- 
ry to ask any questions, but as he liked to do as wellas 
talk, he bad asked t.ord J. Russell in his place whether 
the Jamaica laws had been approved of, and whether 
the royal assent had been given or withheld. The an- 
swer to the first question was, that the government had 
not assented to several of them; but in answer to a further 
question, he said that the government had not re“ 


aanction them altogether, but had --* -vrused to

‘The Rev. J. H. Hinton begged to read an extract 
from the speech of Mr. W. E. Gladstone, in Parliamex,;, 
on the 30th March, 1838. He said, “If the facts were 
thoroughly investigated, it could be shown that ¢he Bri- 
tish manufacturers were actually the most cifectual en- 
couragers, not only of slavery, but of the slave-trade 
itself, By what means was the slavesirade with the Bra- 
zils carried on? By British manufactutes, directly im- 
ported from this country. The British manutacturer 
gent his cotton goods to the Brazils; these were imme- 
diately shippéd Sn irom the Brazils to the coast of Afri- 
ca, and were there exchanged for human ware, which 
the Brazilian trader brought back.—(Hea, hear.) You 
(said the hon, gent.) who are so sick with apprentice- 
ship in the West Indies—you who cannot wait for 24 
months, when the apprentices will be free—are you 
aware what responsibility lies upon every one of you at 
this moment, with reference to the cultivation of cotton 
in Americat There are three millions of slaves in Ame- 
rica. America does not talk of abolition, or of the 
amelioration of slavery. It is a domestic institution 
which appears destined to descend to the posterity of 
that free people: and who are responsible for this enor- 
mous growth of what appears to be eternal slavery? Is 
it not the demand that creates the supply? and is it not 
the consumption of cotton from whence that demand 
arises? Yeu consume 318,000,000 Ibs. of cotton which 
proceed from slave labor annually, and only 45,000.00", 
}bs, which proceed from free labor; and that, t {s 
wou have the means in India, at a verv 2 
of obtaining all you require from ‘tree labor.”

The Rev. N. Colver, of Boston, read an extract from 
2 South Carolina paper on the subject of the “Cotton 
Circular” of some of the planter politicians of the South 
and West. 

The Chairmen, before the discussion preceeded fur- 
ther, wished to state an gninion which he had gained 
from his residence in the > seater states, He was 
of opinion that the planter could not afford to raise cotton 
under 9 cents per pound, or 5d. currency, He doubted 
not that there was a favorable opinion to their cause 
among the great mass of the small slave-holders, but they 
were prevented from giving free scope to their opinion 
on account of the combined influence of the large slave- 
holders. 

Mr. Keep, of the Oberlin Institution, rather regretted 
that this subject should be considered so much in 4 com- 
mercial point of view, because it was as a moral and reli- 
gious question primarily that the cause of the abolition 
of slavery was taken up in the United States. 

Mr. Stanfield, of Belfast, thought there was as much 
sin in purchasing cotton, the produce of labor by iniqui- 
tous means, as there was in purchasing goods from a 
man whom it was known had stolen them, 

Mr. J. J. Price, of Swansea, observed that, as several 
Americans hed appeared to him to speak in favor of the 
advancement of British commerce with India, it might 
be interpreted by some that they wished to do so to 
the disadvantage of American commerce. He thought 
these observations were only to be interpreted as a warn- 
ing voice to the Americans to engage free labor in order 
to deter the British from that course which was other- 
wise open to their enterprise, [Hear, hear.] 

The Hon. Seth Sprague, of Massachusetts, and Mr. 
Stanton shortly addressed the meeting. 

Mr. Thomas Campbell, the author of “Wyoming,” 
here entered the room, and was received with tremendous 
shouting. ‘The speaker at once gave way to him, and 
the poet said—Mr, President, and friends of this great 
cause, it does give me nota disagreeable, but a great 
deal of surprise, to find that my humble presence can be 
considered as an accession to this most respectable and 
glorious convention (Cheers.) I cannot but express 
niy surprise at the mistake, bat still, ina gentle way, for 
I need scarcely remind you that it is a mistake—a mis- 
calculation of my humble consequence; but, my friends, 
there is a great charity in human nature respecting such 
errors when they fall upon the credit of the account.— 
(Laughter.) There is nothing we can more complacent- 
ly forgive than our neighbors’ over-estimating our own 
good qualities. But, my friends, in this sacred cause, 
why should I speak of the importance or the non-impor- 
tance of this or that man with regard to carrying out the 
cause? If, to-morrow, the people were called upon to go 
and fight in defence of our beloved country, what would 
it avail a man to cay, I caunut go, for E am but a small 
and weak man, let the tall and strong grenadiers go out 
and fight the battle? Would it not at once be said to 
him, “If your arm is weak, let your greater zeal nerve 
you!” (Loud cheers.) I feel myself as sacredly bound 
to devote myself to the cause as if, Americans, I had 
been your Dr, Channing, or, Englishmen, I were gifted 
with the eloquence of our O'Connell, (Cheers.) My 
friends, your time is too precious for me to intrude upon 
you long; I shall, therefore, studiously abbreviate what 
I have to say. I am rejoiced to see so many men here 
from America—it does my heart good to see you. I 
have also a sort of message for you to carty across the 
water, I consider myself bound, not only as a man, 
but peculiarly bound as a man of letters, to be a friend to 
the Anti-slavery Association. (Cheers.) Freedom!—I 
know not whether to call it the parent or the child of the 
presa, but certain it is that blissful freedom lives, and 
moves, and has its being, in the liberty of the press.— 
[Cheers.] I have to say respecting the. press of this 
country, that it is a very good press in many respects, 
but it has not done its full duty with respect to this ques- 
tion: but, Americans, I tell you frankly, if we are de- 
fective in that respect, you are much more so, {Cheers.] 
I must, of course, be understood to make some splendid 
exceptions, and no one can hear me without having his 
or gnc ha le Channing—{Cheers,}—but, gene- 

xing, the literary men of America have shirked 
the question. I wish to avoid anything like 
; . persenal 
allusions, otherwise I could name those to whom I al- 
tude, and with whom Tam displeased. If there be a di- 
versity of opinion upon the subject of slavery among the 
literary men of America, if any. of them will come for. 
ward and prove the blessings of slavery, in the devil’s 
name let him do so, bat do not let him shirk the ques- 
tion.

Mr. Joseph Sturge said he was one of those who were 
fcliaritably disposed to think that a great deal was done in 
Lord John Russell’s name, of which he was ignorant, 

Mr, Moore dwelt strongly on the advantages of dis- 
couraging the growth of cotton in India. 

Mr. George Thompsen also demonstrated the great 
effect this would have in putting down American slavery; 
and he said it was an error not to think this really a 
moral measure—discontinuing tv consume slave produce, 
Was not that a great and influential measure,—{ Cheers] 
—founded on the scriptural principle, ‘Cease to do evil, 
—learn to do well?” = [Cheers.] 

On tue suggestion of Messrs. Sturge and Alexander, 
the resolutions were so far altered as not to attach to In- 
dia exclusively; and also, instead of expressing a certain- 
ty that the measure set forth would utterly abolish-—that 
it would tend greatly to the abolition—of ‘ 


Dr. Bowring would move tws rzsojutions, upon which 
the addresses-~one to Lord Palmerston and the other to 


the Pacha of Egypt—were tobe founded, The first re- 
solution was to this effect:-— 

“That the present moment, when the Europen Powers 
are exercising so great an influence in the affairs of the 
Ottoman empire, is peculiarly f3yorable to their interven- 
tion for the suppression «7 slavery in the regions of the 
East, and that® ~remorial be presented to Lord Vis- 
count Palo. ston, entreating his lodship’s assistance in 
obtarr ing such declarations from the Sultan as are likely 
to lead to the entire suppression of slavery in the coun- 
tries subject to the Sultan’s government.” 

In reference to the address to the Pacha of Egypt, he 
should have to move the following resolution:— 

“That this meeting has learnt, with deep interest, the 
measures adopted by the Viceroy of Egvpt for the sup- 
pression of the abo:ninable slave-hunts by his Royal 
Highness’s troops, and especially the declaration of his 
wish to aid in bringing about the extinction of slavery, 
That the thanks of this meeting be communicated to him, 
with the accuranee that the friends of civilization through- 
out the world hail with delight every step taken by the 
Viceroy in furtherance of his just and generous pur- 
poses, whether by impeding the importation of, and the 
traffic in slaves, by the encouragement of agricultural 
productions in Central and Eastern Africa, by the abo- 
lition of the slave-market in his dominions, or by any 
other legitimate and pacific measures which may facili- 
tate the manumission of slaves and the entire overthrow 
of slavery.” 

After some discussion, the resolutions and the addresses 
were then put, and carried without dissent, and amidst 
applause. 

Captain Stuart moved the following resolution:—- 

‘«That this Association earnestly recommends to the 
friends of humanity and religion every where to disuse 
slave-labor produce, and, instead of it, to use free-labor 
produce as far as practicable.” 

The Rev. Mr. James seconded the resolution. 

The Rev. Mr. Burnet thought that the words “as far 
as practicable” gave too great a latitude to persons of 
easy consciences in this matter, 

The Rev. J. Kennedy wished to suggest a new propo- 
sition, which he thought would meet all the difficulties 
of the case. He would move— 

“That in order to facilitate the use of free-labor pro- 
duce, the Convention requests the committee of the Bri- 
tish and Foreign Anti-slavery Society to institute a care- 
fal inquiry into the produce of slave-labor, and to pre- 
pare and circulate as complete a list as they can obtain 
of those commodities which are thus produced; furnish- 
ing, at the same time, a statement of similar articles 
which are obtained by free labor.” 

Considerable discussion ensued, but at length the 
amendment of the Rev. Mr. Kennedy was put, and car- 
ried almost unanimously. 

SLAVERY IN BRITISH INDIA. 

Professor Adam brought up and read the resolutions 
of the committee appointed to consider the subject of 
East India slavery. 

The Rev. James Ackworth moved that the resolutiors 
ef the. committee should be adopted by the Convention, 

The Rev. James Peggs seconded the motion, 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 


SLAVERY IN TEXAS,

Mr. J. G. Birnie read a report of the committee ap- 
pointed to consider the state of slavery in Texas, which 
concluded with a recommendation that the Government 
of Texas should not be recognised by any other State 
until they had rescinded the resolution they had passed 
on the subject of slave-holding. ‘That resolution was to 
the effect, that no master could liberate his slaves with- 
out the permission of the local government; and that the 
gevernment could not pass an act of liberation without 
the permission of the masters. 

Mr, Forster moved that the resolutions should be 
adopted. 

Mr. Stanton, of New York, seconded the motion. 

The motion was put and carried unanimously. 


COMPENSATION, 


The Rev. Mr. Burnet moved a resolution to the effect 
that “as it was essentially unjust on the part of man to 
claim a right of property in his fellow-man, that Con- 
vention was of opinion that the slave-holder, in ceas- 
ing from his wrong, was entitled to no compensation, 
either from the slave himself, or from the government 
under which he lived, for any loss he might ‘sustain by 
an emancipation act.” 

Mr. J. G. Birnie seconded the resolution. 

Mr, Bradburne thought that the principle of the reso- 
lution was a most important one; but it appeared to him 
to be advisable to connect another with it, which he was 
told - would be recognised by the British abolitionists, 
He believed that those abolitionists had never been-in fa- 
vor of the principle of compensation, and if that were 
the case, he thought it right that it should be made known 
to the whole civilised world. 

Mr. Sturge said that the British abolitionists had not 
sanctioned the principle of compensation, and 339 dele- 
gates had gone to Lord Grey and protested against it. 
Mr. J, C. Fuller suggested that the resolution should 
contain an allusion to this circumstance. 

The. suggestion was agreed to, and the resolution, as 
amended, began by stating, “that the British abolition- 
ists had solemnly protested against the cempensation 
granted :to the planters while the question was before 
Parliament, and a conviction being entertained by this 
Convention of the injustice of man holding a right of 
property in his fellow-man,” &c.

The Convention assembled on Monday at the Friends’ 
meeting-house, White Hart Court, Gracechurch ‘street, 
Dr. Grevitts in the Chair. 


SUPPRESSION OF TOE SLAVE-TRADE, 
Mr. J. Foster moved resolutions (substantially the 


principle and religious measures to suppress the slave- 
trade.” 
_ Dr. Cox objected to the word “telizious,” as imply- 
ing a call upon the government to take religious mea- 
sures under its sanction, which he thought would com- 
Pramier the question of religious establishments, 
sue Rev, Mr, Birt concurred in the objection, 
The Rev. J. H. Hinton at last suggested that the dif- 
ficulty might be met by omitting the reference to gov- 
ernment, and merely express the opinion of the Conven- 
on. 
; This was agreed to, and the resolution passed as fol- 
lows:— 
“That it is extremely desirable that provision should 
be made by the laws of those nations where slavery is 
tolerated, for giving full and effectual relief to persons 
illegally imported and held in slavery in consequence of 
such illegal importation, and to their offspring, as also 
to such persons as have been, or may, in consequence 
of their entering the limits of countries in which slavery 
exists as afuresaid, be reduced to slavery. 

“That, in the opinion of this Convention, the present 
means in operation for the suppression of the slave- 
trade have famerifably failed of success, that the suffer- 
ings of the slaves have been greatly augmented, that 
vast sums of money have been fruitiesssy expended, and 
that no means can be effectual, except such as are basc"! ! 
on moral, religious, and pacific principles.” 

“That is the opinion of the committee, that the scheme 
of Mr: Tnrnbull, as explained by him in his statement 
submitted to this Convention, though it involves questions 
of detail into which this conveniion cannot enter, is in 
its object and purpose, and several of its suggestions, of 
great practical importance, and demands the earliest at- 
tention of the government represented in the mixed Com- 
mission Courts, but that the only security for the ex- 
tinction of the slave-trade is the universal abolition of 
slavery.” 

“That the most cordial thanks of this Convention be 
given to Mr, Turnbull for the unwearied zeal and avle 
exertions with which he has prosecuted the object.” ’, 

Mr. Turnbull then proposed that the Convention 
adopt a series of resolutions, detailing more specifically 
the nature of his plans, On the motion of Mr. Sturge, 
and another friend, however, he withdrew them, it not 
appearing convenient to pledge the Convention so mi- 
nutely to particular measures, 

Mr. Birnie rose to move that a reference be added to 
the original resolutions, directed to the States, (such as 
the Alabama,) in which colored freemen were held on 
entering them to be enslaved. 

Mr. O’Connell, with great warmth, begged to know if 
British subjects were included in such laws?! 

Mr. Birnie—There is no distinction of nations in all 
colored persons.—[ Here.] 

Mr. O’Connell—Do you know of any case of such en- 
slaving of British subjects? 

Mr. Birnie did not know of any cases of British sub- 
jects, but he did of others.—[Hear.] 

Mr. O'Connell indignantly declared that such laws 
were contrary to international principes,—[Hear, hear,] 
and he would inquire of the Government if they knew 
of their existence. [Hear, hear.} 

The Rev. Mr, Knibb declared that he had known of 
several colored free individuals from Montego Bay, Ja- 
maica, who had been kidnapped into the Alabama, and 
enslaved, one of them a young lady. [Hear, hear.] It 
was a fact'that the free subjects of Great Britain were 
taken from Jamaica and sold as slaves in America, and 
he could state to them that a young lady, the sister-in- 
law of a noble lord, who had gone out to Montego Bay, 
had been sold as a slave in Jamaica. [Hear, and cries 
of “Name.” 

Mr. O’Connell wished the reverend gentleman would 
give him the facts in writing, 

A Delegate asked whether any steps bad been taken 
in the matter! vA 

The Rev. Mr. Knibb said, when the Marquis of Sligo 
heard of it, he had sent a British man-of-war to demand 
the lady, but she was still a slave, and so were many 
others who had gone out as nurses and servants, and 
had been sold in the same way. Unless some steps were 
taken, it was impossible to say where the system would 
end. Indeed, to such a pitch had it gone in Jamaica, 
that it had been found necessary to warn every colored 
and black man. not to go in an American ship. 

Mr. O’Connell had no hesitation in stating, that if the 
British Government did not interfere for the protection 
of British subjects—if they allowed them to be thus de- 
prived of their freedom, and made slaves of, nobody 
ought to pay a single penny of taxes. (Hear, hear.] 

Mr, Stanton, of New York, said, there were 800,000 
British subjects in the West Indies, and if they did not 
take good care, the Americans would get hold of them 
all. 

After some further discussion, the resolutions were 
withdrawn, 

Mr. Wm. Foster said, it appeared to him that the pre- 
sent was the proper time to bring forward a resolution on 
the subject of American slavery. Mr. Foster here read 
his resolution, 

Colonel Miller seconded the resolution with regard to 
the internal slave-trade in the United States. ‘Though 
Congress had declared the slave-trade piracy, they had 
never visited the parties with the punishment of piracy. 

The Rev. Thomas Swan, of. Birmingham, rose to sub- 
mit to the Convention a resolution relative to the mis- 
sionaries in Jamaica, which he desired to see adopted, not 
so much for their honor and for justice to them {for they 
stood higher than that] as for the honor of the Conven- 
tion, and that it might do justice to itself. It was to this 
effect: — 

“That this Convention having read with the deepest 
interest and the greatest satisfaction the proofs adduced 
by the Rev. W. Knibb, and the Rev, J, Clark, of the 
moral advancement, the literary improvement, and the 
Christian progress of the emancipated labourer in Jamai- 
ca, expresses its warmest sympathies ,with, those devoted 
and calumniated men, Mr. Knibb and his coadjutors, 
who, under circumstances of much excitement and great 
difficulty, have by their prudence, firmness, and ‘Chiris- 
tian courage protected their colored brethren in the en- 
joyment of those equal rights and that entire indepen- 
dence which were intended by the Act of emancipation, 
and whicn the liberality of the British people gives them 
aright to demand.” 

It was pretty well known to most members of the Con- 
vention that Mr,.Knibb had been called every thing but 
a gentleman, [Laughter.) A respected ministerial 
brother on one occasion, at Birmingham, had produced a 
catalogue of names which had becn given him, ahd stated 
that"he was generally known by that of the Daniel O’- 
Connell, of Jamaica. [Laughter.] 
The Rev. A.-Harvey seconded tho resolution. 
Dr. Cox felt anxious that on this occasion the name of 
Mr. Burchell should not be forgotten, because he, too 
had stood in the front of the arduous battle that had been’ 
fought in Jamaica. 
The resolution was put and carried unanimously, and

“That this Convention, deeply sympathising with the 
survivors of the Amistad, who, though fully proved to be 
rightfully and legally free, are yet as-slaves incarcerated 
in the United States, under the authority of the Govern- 
ment of that country, do express their regret and aston- 
ishment at the course pursued towards those victims of 
cupidity and cruelty, in the vexatious delays to which 
they have been subjected, ia their .trial in American 
Courts, and especially in the interference of the National 
Executive in aid of the oppressors of these prisoners, for 
the purpose of delivering them up.to their unjust claim- 
ants, and thus reducing them to absolute and perpetual 
slavery,” 

The Rev. Mr. Brock seconded the resolution, which 
was agreed to.

STATE CONVENTION AT HAMILTON. 
The Convention at Hamilton exceeded our 
hopes, ardent as they were. ‘I’he trustees of the 
Presbyterian church, of which Mr. ‘Thomas is 
pastor, were so kind asto grant us the use of their 
house. The number of delegates in attendance 
was one hundred and seventy, representing 21 
counties in Ohiv. We were favored with the pres- 
ence of Rev. J. Leavitt from New York, and 
three corresponding, members from Indiana.— 
In relation to the importance of the subjects dis- 
cussed and the amount of talent and knowledge 
displayed in the discussions, the convention far 
transcended any thing of the kind we have seen 
in Ohio. And one fact we record with peculiar 
pleasure.. From the beginning to the end of our 
convention, which continued in session for two 
days, meeting early and retiring late, but one 
instance occurred in which the good feelings 
of the audience were disturbed by an_ un- 
pleasant personality, and this was soon set- 
tied to the entire satisfaction of all concern- 
ed. ‘This we regard as a good omen. Men of 
different political views, who can meet together 
in this period of burning party excitement, and 
without impugning each other motives or trans- 
gressing a single rule of Christian courtesy, 
discuss a new measure necessarily involving the 
sacrifice of old preferences and prejudices, con- 
firmed by lony indulgence and strengthened at this 
time especially by the intemperate appeals of po- 
litical partisans, do honor to their country, and 
show themselves worthy of the noble cause 
they have espoused. 

‘The meeting was called as a State Conven- 
tion atthe request of prominent abolitionists 
inall parts of Ohio. ‘The committee of arrange-

ists; and a fair field was given to their opponents.

cal: It was declared by a vote of the conven- 
tion, three dissenting, that slavery ought to be 
the paramount political question with the Amer- 
ican people, and that.no citizen could rightfully 
suffer any‘ other question to compete with ‘it; 
also, by an overwhelming majority, that sla- 
very was an evil of greater magnitude, than 
any or allof the political evils which now af- 
flict the country, and is in fact a principal cause 
of them. 
2. By a vote of 87 to 39, it was resolved, that 
the presidential and vice presidential candidates 
of the whig and democratic parties, by their 
slave-holding, or their abject subservience to 
the slave holding interest, were rendered unfit 
Sor office in this republic, and had forfeited all 
claim on the support of the convention. 
3. It was resolved by a vote of 57 to 54 to 
support an electoral ticket for Birney and 
Earle. ‘The vote for this would have been 
stronger, if some dozen of fifteen of our friends 
who favored the measure, had not been obliged 
to leave, before the question was taken. 


Abolition in Ohio has taken three steps in 
advance. We feel now as if our Gause were 
safe. Mr. Purdy was right wheffhe supposed 
that the failure of independent abolition at our’ 
convention would have a disheartening in- 
fluence at the East. But it has triumphed.— 
In the neighborhood, under the very eye of 
General Harrison, a voice of rebuke has arisen, 
thundering against his servility as well as that 
of his competitor, and the demonstration is 
now made out, that there is power enough in 
Ohio abolitionism, to subordinate ordinary par- 
ty-attachments to the welfare of the slave. 


To the people of Hamilton we owe mnch for 
their kindness and courtesy. The church from 
time to time was filled with spectators, who lis- 
tened with respectful attention and great appa- 
rent interest to the debates.

Hamiztox, Sept. 5, 1840, 

“The undersigned, members of the Ohio State Anti- 
Slavery Convention now in’ session at Hamilton, beg 
leave to record the following protest against the last re- 
solution adopted by that body. 

We protest against it, 

1. Because, although, formally it is only a recommen- 
dation of Jas. G. Birney and Thos. Earle, as suitable 
candidates for the Presidency and Vice Presidency of the 
U. 8. upon whom the anti-slavery votes can be concen- 
trated, yet we believe it to be the first step in the forma- 
tion of a third and anti-slavery party. Such a step is @

ists a small minority in a pro-slavery govern- 
ment could not prevent their nomination, and 
now it is certain that one of them must be the 
president; abolitionists cannot hinder the elec- 
tion of a pro-slavery president. One of these 
two men we know will be president unless 
death prevent it. All that can be done now is 
simply to say which of them shall be president. 
Now supposing them to be equally hostile to 
freeing.the slaves, we do the anti-slavery cause 
no injury in voting for any one of them. Abo- 
litionists and slaves will fare just as well under 
the one as the other. But if one of them be in 
any respect more favorable to liberating the 
slaves than the other, and we do not vote for the 
one more favorable to liberty then we sustain 
slavery; but if there be an entire equality in the 
candidates, then we neither do good nor harm to 
the anti-slavery cause in. voting for the one or 
the other. 

Now then for argument’s sake we will sup- 
pose the candidates and parties they represent 
upon an entire equality in. relation to the first 
interest and that it can, of course, receive nei- 
ther benefit nor injury by the election, or defeat 
of one or the other candidate. Itis a case in 
whieh abolitionists can neither benefit nor in- 
jure|their cause by voting; but there are three 
other important interests at stake. Harrison 
and his whigs are.in favor of administering the 
government as administered by Washington, 
Jefferson, Madison, Monroe and John Quincy 
Adams. 


In the time of these presidents slavery grew 
up it is true; but then it was not so rampant as 
in the time of Jackson and Van Buren. Under 
those former presidents treaties with the Indians 
were regarded. ‘The Georgians were restrain- 
ed from their robberies of the Cherokees until the 
reign of Jackson. It was then that the mission- 
aries who labored among that ruined tribe were 
putin the penitentiary. And since that time 
the Georgians have divided by lot the lands 
of that people,.while the rightful owners have 
been gathered up like cattle, and driven from 
their homes to a distant territory in which a 
large portion of them have perished. Under 
former presidents there was some moral hones- 
ty in the government, now there is none. I have 
placed these several interests as I view them in 
point of morals, and not in that of utility or se- 
cular interest.
